April 6: Department-level Release: DOI will announce a Proposed Sale Notice for Wind 
Energy Areas offshore Massachusetts. Sale would offer nearly 390,000 acres. This notice is 
expected to be announced when the Secretary speaks at the International Wind Partnering 
Forum on April 6 in Princeton, NJ. BLM will release a series of other wind announcements next 
week in advance of this conference. 

□ April 11: Secretary Zinke will visit the "Prescribed to Death" opioid memorial which was 
recently announced by the President. National Park Service has been supporting the efforts and 
we will plan to release a video of the Secretary's visit and NPS' involvement. 

April TBD: Department-level Release: Gateway West Record of Decision signing ceremony - 
News release and possible signing event with Idaho Governor - BLM has approved routes for

SIGNIFICANT ANNOUNCEMENTS 

□ March 28 (tent.): Department-level Release: DOI and BLM will issue a Notice of Intent to 
initiate public scoping on the Coastal Plain Oil and Gas Leasing EIS in Alaska. The purpose of the 
public scoping process is to determine relevant issues that will influence the scope of the EIS, 
including alternatives to the proposed action within the parameters outlined in the Tax Act, and 
to guide the EIS process. The BLM invites the public to provide comments on scoping issues. The 
Coastal Plain was specifically identified by Congress and the President, pursuant to Section 1002 
of the Alaska National Interest Lands Conservation Act of 1980, for its potential for oil and natural 
gas resources. Oil and gas from the Coastal Plain is an important resource for meeting our 
Nation's energy demands and achieving energy dominance. 

I April (TBD): NPS-level Release: National Park Service will announce their final fee increases. 
For background, NPS announced in late October 2017 that they were considering increases to 
fees at highly visited national parks during peak visitor seasons. NPS listened to the feedback 
from the comment period and will not increase the fees as much as planned (around only 10%). 
Proposed peak season entrance fees and revised fees for road-based commercial tours would 
generate badly needed revenue for improvements to the aging infrastructure of national parks. 
This includes roads, bridges, campgrounds, waterlines, bathrooms, and other visitor services. 
Significant media and Congressional attention has been ongoing and expected as part of this 
announcement. 

|I April 23 (TBD): HARASSMENT SURVEY RESPONSE: In October, DOI announced an 

immediate action plan to combat the widespread and pervasive culture of harassment and 
discrimination throughout the National Park Service. Also, in December, we released results from 
a DOI-wide Work Environment Survey that shows 35 percent of its employees were harassed or 
discriminated against in the 12 months preceding the anonymous survey. Secretary Zinke issued a 
call for action plans from all bureau and office heads across the Department. Those were due at 
the end of January and have been under review. We issued a memo to all employees last week 
about updated guidance and updated bureau plans will follow. The final plans will go into effect 
late April. We are drafting comms materials and will share with the WH asap. 

□ TBD April: WELL CONTROL FOR OFFSHORE DRILLING RULE: The proposed rule to revise 
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certain provisions of the 2016 rule entitled "Blowout Preventer Systems and Well Control" was 
submitted to Office of Management and Budget (OMB) on December 7. It is anticipated that BSEE 
will receive the Draft Rule from OMB by March 15. It will then be sent to the Federal Register for 
publication followed by a public comment period. This rule will be high profile and controversial. 
Staff has briefed NEC and White House Communications on the rule. 

□ TBD April: PRODUCTION SAFETY SYSTEMS FOR OFFSHORE DRILLING RULE: The Draft Rule 
on Production Safety System was published in the Federal Register on December 29. The public 
comment period ended on January 29. A Draft Final Rule is planned to be sent to the Federal 
Register in coordination with the Well Control Draft Rule. This rule will be high profile and 
controversial due to its association with the Well Control Rule. Staff has briefed NEC and White 
House Communications on the rule. The Director of BSEE will announce both the Well Control Rule 
and the PSS rule together. 

National Park Service 

□ March 28 (tent.): George Washington Memorial Parkway will release the Theodore 
Roosevelt Island Cultural Landscape Report & Environmental Assessment (CLR/EA) for a 30-day 
public review period. The preferred alternative includes rehabilitating the comfort station, better 
defining and improving the islands trail system, and establishing soft landings and a floating dock 
on the island for non-motorized boats. A date for a public meeting has not been set. 

□ April 1 (tent.): Cape Hatteras National Seashore plans to issue a Request for Proposals (RFP) 
to lease Oregon Inlet Marina. The marina is operated under a concession contract, which has 
been extended on an annual basis since 2000. A lease has been determined to be the appropriate 
method for managing the property in order to provide for facility maintenance and continued 
public use of this locally-important and internationally-known charter fishing marina. 

□ April 2 (tent.): The NPS plans to release a prospectus for five concession contracts to 
provide cruise ship services at Glacier Bay National Park and Preserve; however, two of the 
contracts are set aside for the two historic operators identified through the Alaska National 
Interest Lands Conservation Act (ANILCA) legislation. Concession contracts have been awarded 
since 1980 on a 10 year basis. New contract terms are similar to previous contracts, shaped in 
accordance with both Glacier Bay National Park and Preserve-specific legislation and NPS law and 
policy. It is anticipated the contracts will be awarded in October 2019. 

□ April 2 (tent.): Local NPS Release: Sequoia and Kings Canyon National Parks will begin a 30- 
day public scoping period for a proposed wireless telecommunications facility (cell tower) 
proposed by Verizon Wireless. The proposed location is near the Wuksachi Village in Sequoia 
National Park. An environmental assessment will be prepared for the project, which will be 
released for public review in July. 

□ April 2 (tent.): Local NPS Release: Oregon Caves National Monument and Preserve will open 
90-day comment periods for the Draft Oregon Caves National Monument and Preserve Wild and 
Scenic River Study and the Draft Oregon Caves Preserve Management Plan/Environmental 
Assessment. Joint public meetings for the two plans are planned for the week of April 16. The 
Wild and Scenic River study finds that two creeks are suitable and eligible for Wild and Scenic 
River designation. The Preserve Plan will provide management guidance for national preserve 
lands added to the park in 2014. 

□ April 2-4: Grand Canyon National Park will install test/monitoring wells near Bright Angel 
Creek that will help NPS determine sustainable well production rates (how much water a well can 
produce) and water quality characteristics NPS will consider as it looks at replacing the 
transcanyon waterline. On March 29, the NPS began mobilizing a drill rig, supplies and equipment 
to Phantom Ranch via helicopter. The park is currently in the preliminary design phase to replace 
the transcanyon waterline, and planning is underway. The work being done will be used to help 
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NPS inform the range of alternatives. 

□ April 2: Local NPS Release: The Northeast Regional Director will sign the Morristown 
National Historical Park's Vegetation and Deer Management Plan Finding of No Significant Impact. 
As the final approved vegetation and deer management plan for Morristown National Historical 
Park, NJ, the plan will promote conditions for the regeneration of the native hardwood forest 
through a combination of forest management and deer management actions to control invasive 
plants and reduce deer density by sharpshooting. Implementation may begin once the availability 
of the signed Finding of No Significant Impact has been announced through local media outlets 
and on the park's website. 

□ April 3: Local NPS Release: Glacier National Park plans to issue a press release briefly 
summarizing public scoping comments received for the Sperry Chalet, Next 100 Years project. The 
project proposes four concepts to restore the Sperry experience after the dormitory building was 
burned in the Sprague Fire in 2017. In the same release, the park will announce a modified 
environmental assessment schedule for the project. The accelerated schedule will allow the park 
to complete project compliance in advance of the summer field season, and give the park the 
option of completing more extensive stabilization to prepare the structure for the 2018-19 winter 
season, and to prepare the site for future construction activities in 2019. 

April 3 (tent.): The Japanese American Confinement Sites Program (JACS) will request 
approval for the partial apportionment of $1,346,818 in JACS grants to fund nine projects. The 
grants will be awarded based on the Bipartisan Budget Act of 2018, enacted as Public Law 115- 
123, and pursuant to the Preservation of Japanese American Confinement Sites Act, P.L. 109-441, 
120 Stat.3288, which authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to award grants to assist in 
preserving historic Japanese American confinement sites and their history. 

April 4: Grand Canyon Association with logistic support from Grand Canyon National Park 
will host an event to honor Sen. John McCain (R-AZ) and the late Rep. Morris Udall for their 
notable contributions to Grand Canyon National Park and the nation. The celebration, at Mather 
Point Amphitheater, will include the donation of an interpretive plaque from the Association to 
the Park highlighting Sen. McCain's and Sen. Udall's contributions to the park and their dedication 
to conservation efforts. There will also be an announcement of the establishment of a Native 
American Fellowship program. Event organizers expect Sen. McCain and up to 120 family 
members, friends, colleagues, and VIPs to attend. Invitations from Grand Canyon Association 
have gone out to the 29 Native American Indian tribes in Arizona, the Intertribal Council of 
Arizona, current and former Arizona Congressional members and Arizona governors. 

□ April 4-9: The Martin Luther King, Jr., National Historical Park (GA) will observe the 50th 
Anniversary of Dr. King's assassination with special programming including a Remembrance Day 
commemorative program in the historic Ebenezer Baptist Church and the opening of an exhibit 
entitled "From Memphis to Atlanta: 50 Forward". On April 4 there is an exhibit opening and on 
April 9 the park will host the "March for Humanity," a commemorative march that will start at the 
Ebenezer Baptist Church and conclude at the campus of Morehouse College. 

□ April TBD: The Tennessee Valley Authority (TVA) is seeking approval for a right-of-way 
permit from Natchez Trace Parkway to begin construction of an aerial 161-kV transmission line 
across the Parkway at milepost 159.1 as part of a 43-mile upgrade of electrical service. The NPS 
and the State Historical Preservation Office determined the transmission line will adversely affect 
the cultural landscape and scenic vista of the Parkway, under section 106 of the National Historic 
Preservation Act. TVA proposed to transfer funds to the NPS to cover the cost to underground 
non-TVA transmission lines crossing the Parkway to mitigate the adverse effect. The Parkway is 
drafting two general agreements to manage the funds, which will undergo complete DOI legal 
review of mitigation framework and agreements. 
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□ April TBD: Death Valley National Park and Mojave National Preserve will begin efforts to 
relocate up to 2,500 feral burros from each park. Peaceful Valley Donkey Rescue (a nonprofit 
partner) will fund and carry out the roundups, test burros for disease, relocate them to holding 
facilities, and domesticate the animals for adoption. This is anticipated to generate public interest 
and has already triggered a FOIA request. 

□ April TBD: Local NPS Release: Death Valley National Park anticipates releasing the final 
Scotty's Castle Flood Rehabilitation Environmental Assessment and FONSI. This document 
analyzes repair work planned for historic structures, the cultural landscape, utilities, parking, and 
walkways to recover from damage from a flash flood in October 2015. The historic district is 
scheduled to reopen to the public in 2020. 

J April TBD: The National Maritime Fleritage Program (NMHP) will request approval for the 
apportionment of $2,631,610 in Maritime Fleritage Grants to fund 34 projects in 14 states and 1 
commonwealth. The grants will be awarded based on the National Maritime Fleritage Act of 
1994, enacted as Public Law 103-451, which authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to award 
preservation and education grants to assist to foster a greater awareness and appreciation of the 
role of maritime endeavors in our Nation's history and culture. 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 

□ April 2: FWS will share preliminary findings of Asian carp barge entrainment work conducted 
in 2017 with partners and industry. FWS worked with the U.S. Geological Survey and U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers to undertake large-scale field studies to examine two potential techniques to 
reduce the accidental movement of fish across electric dispersal barriers by barges; and to assess 
the potential entrainment and transport of silver carp by commercial barges transiting 
downstream in the Illinois Waterway. 

□ April 3: FWS plans to announce it is seeking public review and comment on a draft 
environmental assessment describing the potential effects of issuing a proposed incidental take 
permit for construction and development activities in Thurston County, Washington. The project 
development site is 127 acres, and the conservation site is 64 acres. Species covered in the HCP 
include the threatened Olympia subspecies of the Mazama pocket gopher and the threatened 
Oregon spotted frog. 

□ April 4 (tent.): Local FWS Release: FWS plans to send to announce a final determination on 
the proposal to reclassify Kuenzler hedgehog cactus, a plant species endemic to New Mexico, 
from endangered to threatened. This reclassification is not expected to be controversial. 

□ April 5 (tent.): Local FWS Release: FWS will make a final determination on the proposal to 
list the yellow lance as threatened. The yellow lance is a freshwater mussel that occurs in North 
Carolina, Maryland, and Virginia. The final listing will likely be opposed by the City of Raleigh due 
to a proposed reservoir project on the Little River. FWS has been working with the City on this 
potential project for over nine years, and because other listed species occur in that location, ESA 
requirements are unlikely to change. 

□ April 5: Local FWS Release: FWS plans to make a minor map correction in the final rule 
designating critical habitat for two butterflies: the Poweshiek skipperling and Dakota skipper. One 
map incorrectly labeled Poweshiek skipperling critical habitat as Dakota skipper critical habitat in 
Minnesota. 

□ April 6 (tent.): Local FWS Release: FWS will make a final listing determination for the 
Louisiana pinesnake as threatened. The pinesnake occurs in Louisiana and Texas. The Louisiana 
pinesnake listing is controversial due to concerns about the potential impacts on forestry 
activities, which is why FWS is simultaneously proposing a 4(d) rule that will allow routine forest 
management activities to proceed without need for permitting. Stakeholders include the timber

industry, U.S. Forest Service, U.S. Department of the Army, Natural Resources Conservation 
Service, Louisiana Department of Wildlife and Fisheries, Texas Parks and Wildlife Department, 
Texas A&M Forest Service, Center for Biological Diversity, and WildEarth Guardians, 
ip April TBD (tent.): Local FWS Release: An Environmental Assessment will be available for 
public review on Geronimo Energy's planned development of the Crocker Wind Farm in Clark 
County, South Dakota, which would include 120 turbines and associated structures. As the 
proposed project is seeking to place 14 turbines, 14 transmission poles, and other associated 
features on FWS grassland easements, Crocker is seeking an easement exchange for 15.1 acres of 
direct easement impact. Crocker has offered funding for 30.2 new easement acres. 

□ April TBD: National FWS Release: FWS will award nearly $19 million in grants to coastal 
states to conserve and restore coastal wetlands and their fish and wildlife habitat. Each year, the 
Service supports coastal wetland conservation through the National Coastal Wetlands 
Conservation Grant Program and the Sport Fish Restoration and Boating Trust Fund. The grant 
funds are derived from excise taxes on fishing tackle and motorboat and small engine fuels. 

□ April TBD: Local FWS Release: FWS plans to send to the Federal Register 90-day findings on 
petitions to delist or downlist the Cape mountain zebra, and delist the Preble's meadow jumping 
mouse. 

Bureau of Land Management 

□ April TBD: National BLM Release: BLM will issue a news release announcing the Wild Fiorse 
and Burro 2018 Adoption Schedule. 

□ April TBD: National BLM Release: BLM will announce a mineral withdrawal renewal 
proposed for Whiskey Mountain Bighorn Sheep Winter Range. The proposed extension 
withdraws 1,431 acres of Federal land from location or entry under the U.S. mining laws but not 
from leasing under the mineral leasing laws. The public land order that established this 
withdrawal in 2000 will expire soon unless extended. Whiskey Mountain Bighorn Sheep Winter 
Range supports one of the largest wintering herds of Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep in North 
America and draws thousands of people annually. 

Office of Wildland Fire 

□ March/April TBD: National OWF Release: OWF will issue a release on the Wildland Fire 
Leadership Council supporting active management to reduce the threat of unwanted (or 
damaging and costly) wildfires. A memo from WFLC was sent to the Secretaries of Interior, 
Agriculture, Defense and Homeland Security dated 1/29/18, in response to recent direction to 
think differently and aggressively about reducing wildfires through more active management of 
overstocked and unhealthy forest and rangelands. 

Bureau of Ocean Energy Management 

□ March 29 (tent.): National BOEM Release: BOEM will issue a release regarding a Notice of 
Intent to prepare an Environmental Impact Statement for the approval of a Construction and 
Operations Plan submitted on Dec. 19, 2017 by Vineyard Wind LLC that would allow it to 
construct and operate an 800-megawatt wind energy facility offshore Massachusetts. 

April 2 (tent): National BOEM Release: BOEM will issue a press release on the path forward 
for future renewable energy leasing offshore the Atlantic Renewable Energy Path Forward - 
Request for Feedback (RFF). The RFF describes the process and factors used by BOEM to identify 
Forecast Areas along the Atlantic Coast where future development is most likely and where 
future leasing should be focused. 

□ April 6 (tent.): National BOEM Release: BOEM will release a Call for Information and 
Nominations for the offshore New York Bight Lease Sale (Offshore Wind). 

U.S. Geological Survey 
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□ April 2 (tent.): The Proceedings of the National Academy of Sciences will publish a USGS- 
authored article, "China, the United States, and competition for resources that enable emerging 
technologies." Considering 42 non-fuel minerals, this new analysis compares the net import 
reliance of the United States with that of China. 

March/April TBD: Local USGS Release: USGS scientists are publishing a paper examining the 
practical limits of an earthquake early warning system, but studying warning arrival times of a 
hypothetical quake in northern California. Will be published in Science Advances. 

Bureau of Indian Affairs 

□ April 6: Principal Deputy Assistant Secretary John Tahsuda will speak at the Federal Bar 
Association meeting in Scottsdale, AZ. 

Bureau of Reclamation 

□ March 28-30 (tent.): Local Reclamation Release: Reclamation may provide an update to the 
initial water allocations for the Central Valley Project contractors in the Friant Division and 
possibly M&l and agricultural water service contractors north of the delta who have not yet been 
provided with an allocation. 

□ March 30 (tent.): Local Reclamation Release: Reclamation will issue a press release 
announcing the awarding of a $50 million cultural resource contract. The contract will allow the 
Western Colorado Area Office and Upper Colorado Region to obtain cultural resource-related 
services for various projects, including the Navajo-Gallup Water Supply Project. Contractors will 
closely coordinate activities with Western Colorado Area Office archaeologists. 

April 2: Local Reclamation Release: Boca Dam news release will announce availability of the 
Environmental Assessment/Initial Study and Finding of No Significant Impact for the Boca Dam 
Safety of Dams Modification Project. The project will reduce seismic risks and meet Reclamation's 
interim public protection guidelines. 

□ April 2 (tent.): National Reclamation Release: Reclamation will announce the availability of 
the draft environmental document for public review on a Long-Term Warren Act contract for the 
Sacramento Suburban Water District. Execution of the "wet-year only" contract would enable the 
delivery of up to 29,000 acre-feet/per year of Middle-Fork Project water through Folsom 
Reservoir for municipal and industrial uses in northern Sacramento and southwestern Placer 
Counties. Potential media interest. 

H April 2-3: Reclamation's Upper Colorado River Endangered Fish Recovery Program will hold 
a biology committee meeting in Grand Junction, Colorado. The Recovery Program is comprised of 
federal, state and local agencies with a common goal of endangered fish recovery and continued 
water development in the Upper Colorado River Basin. The biology committee provides technical 
recommendations to the Recovery Program management committee. Topics include review and 
approval of the recovery implementation recovery action plan. The meeting is open to the public. 

□ April 3: Reclamation and the Sonoma County Water Agency will release a joint draft 
Environmental Impact Report/Environmental Impact Statement for Phase 2 of the North Bay 
Water Recycling Program. The Sonoma County Water Agency will hold four public meetings in 
April to solicit public input on alternatives, concerns and issues to be addressed in the final 
EIR/EIS. 

□ Before April 6: A Federal Register Notice of Availability for the final Environmental Impact 
Report/Environmental Impact Statement (EIR/EIS) prepared by Reclamation and the City of San 
Diego for the North City Project is scheduled to be issued. This project is the first phase of the 
Pure Water San Diego Program—a water and wastewater facilities plan to produce potable water 
from recycled water. 

April 6 (tent.): Local Reclamation Release: Reclamation will announce the availability of the 
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draft Environmental Assessment for Glenn-Colusa Irrigation District's proposal to transfer water 
to the Colusa Drain Mutual Water Company. 

□ March/April TBD (tent.): Reclamation will release its scoping report as part of the re¬ 
initiation of consultation on long-term operations of the Central Valley Project and State Water 
Project. 

□ March/April TBD: Reclamation will release an Environmental Assessment for the Kern 
County Water Agency Improvement District No. 4 Cross Valley Canal Extension. Reclamation 
proposes to provide $1,000,000 of federal funding to Kern County Water Agency through a 
WaterSMART Program grant. 

April TBD: National Reclamation Release: Reclamation will notify the public of the 
availability of a draft environmental assessment for Financial Assistance for the Klamath Basin 
Sucker Rearing Program. The draft EA was developed by Reclamation's Klamath Basin Area Office 
in cooperation with the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. Some media and or interest from the 
Klamath Tribes is possible.)

2017 COMPREHENSIVE INVENTORY OF OCS OIL & GAS RESOURCES REPORT TO CONGRESS: This 
report is required by Section 357 of the Energy Policy Act of 2005. It directs the Secretary of the 
Interior to provide a report to Congress within 6 months of the date of enactment (i.e., Aug. 8, 2005), 
with updates at least every 5 years. It is currently in surnaming with ASLM.

DOI NOMINEES IN PROGRESS: Susan Combs (A/S PMB) and Ryan Nelson (Solicitor) were reported out 
of the Senate Committee on Energy and Natural Resources by voice vote on January 30. They were 
both placed on the Senate calendar and were hotlined on February 7.

REORGANIZATION AND UNIFIED REGIONAL BOUNDARIES: Secretary Zinke has informally notified 
the House and Senate Appropriations Committees regarding FY18 implementation of new shared 
regional boundaries across Interior's bureaus. Presently, each of the 10 bureaus have different 
geographic boundaries for regional offices. The new approach has bureaus share unified boundaries 
based on watersheds, often adjusted to the nearest state line boundaries. Implementing unified 
regions will improve the timeliness and appropriateness of decision making in the field, by allowing 
senior managers to focus on the same geography. Interior is implementing a comprehensive 
Congressional, gubernatorial, employee, and stakeholder communications strategy to demonstrate 
the advantages of this approach. The FY19 budget also speaks to moving parts of the headquarters of 
BLM, FWS, and Reclamation westward. Interior is working with the appropriations committee 
majority staff to avoid an effort by the minority to put unnecessarily restrictive limitations on the 
reorganization in bill language, and to ensure that any report language protects the Secretary's 
prerogatives as much as possible

Trump Administration To Hold Another Big Offshore Drilling Auction For Gulf Of Mexico. 

The Washington Examiner (3/30, Siegel) reports the Interior Department announced Friday "it would 
hold a new auction for offshore drilling in the Gulf of Mexico in August." Assistant Interior Secretary 
Joe Balash said, "Responsibly developing our energy resources in the OCS is important to our 
economy and energy security," and "striking the right balance between protecting the environment, 
powering America and achieving American energy dominance is our ultimate goal." The article 
observes that "the 77-million acre offering is slightly larger than a similar oil and natural gas lease 
sale" held in March, which "the agency billed as the as the largest offshore drilling sale in U.S. history" 
and which "raised $124.8 million on 159 bids from 33 companies, including Shell, Chevron, Total and 
BP." However, according to the Examiner, "critics said the sale received modest industry interest, 
noting companies bid on only 815,403 total acres, which is 46 percent less than the Interior 
Department expected." 

Zinke Supports President Trump's Infrastructure Plan. 

The Los Alamos (NM) Daily Post (3/30) reports that Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke released a following 
President Trump's "speech in Ohio about rebuilding American infrastructure." Zinke said, "President 
Trump is a builder and he knows that infrastructure is not merely an expense, it's an investment in 
America. Every dollar we put into rebuilding our roads, bridges, transmission lines, and pipelines will 
bolster the economy. At Interior we have tens of thousands of miles of roads and bridges, pipelines, 
trails, docks, and more. We also are responsible for permitting infrastructure projects whether they 
are on federal lands or not. Between investing in our public lands infrastructure to rebuild crumbling 
roads to streamlining the permitting process, we are supporting President Trump's modernization of 
our nation's infrastructure." 

In The Battle For The American West, The Cowboys Are Losing. 

In a more than 2,500-word front-page article, the Wall Street Journal (3/30, Carlton) reports cowboys 
and ranchers are losing ground against the federal government even though Interior Secretary Ryan 
Zinke said their livelihood "is a tradition worth protecting" and has taken steps to ease some 
regulations. 


Federal Order Conserving Big Game Migrations Offers Cautious Optimism To Some Wyoming 
Wildlife Experts. 

The Casper (WY) Star-Tribune (3/31, Peterson) reports that "earlier this year, the Secretary of Interior 
announced a secretarial order on big game migration." The order seeks "to enhance and improve 
wildlife corridors across federal land with the ultimate goal of boosting herd sizes for hunters and 
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wildlife watchers." According to the article, "many in Wyoming and across the West believe this is a 
welcome sign from an administration that does not have a track record of always protecting wild 
spaces." However, "some say what will ultimately come from the order, and whether or not it will 
conserve the critical arteries, remains to be seen." 

Trump's Cut To Utah Monument Is A 'Worst-Case Scenario' For Historic Sites. 

The Huffington Post (3/30, D'angelo) reports that critics say the shrinking of Bears Ears National 
Monument is putting its "treasures at greater risk." According to the article, "experts estimate that 
there are more than 100,000 cultural and archaeological sites within the original monument 
boundary, including ancient rock art panels, granaries, burials and well-preserved cliff dwellings." 
Friends of Cedar Mesa, "a small conservation nonprofit that is involved in a suit to stop the 
monument rollback, estimates that the boundary change cuts out 74 percent of the known 
archeological sites." 

Using Drones To Help Fight Wildfires. 

KTVB-TV Boise, ID (3/30, Tremblay) reports that "the federal government wants to use drones to help 
fire crews." The Interior Department has "around 300 drones and the Bureau of Land Management 
has 120 of them." KTVB "went to the National Interagency Fire Center in Boise to see some of the 
drones." 

Federal Workers Spill On Life In Trump's Washington. 

In a more than 3,000-word article, Politico (3/30, Restuccia) asserts "interviews with nearly three 
dozen current and recently departed workers across the ideological spectrum and across the federal 
bureaucracy - from the State Department to the Interior Department - show that Trump's presidency 
has fundamentally altered the lives of government workers in ways big and small." According to 
Politico, "Trump's frequent attacks on the 'deep state' have engendered deep distrust between 
career and political employees, pushing many long-time civil servants toward the exits and raising the 
possibility of a government-wide brain drain." Politico adds that although Border Patrol agents and 
some other government employees "are feeling newly empowered under Trump, morale at other 
agencies is so low that some employees said they were suffering from increased anxiety and 
depression that has complicated their personal relationships and even led to heavier drinking." 

Patchwork Health Care For Reservation Inmates Raises Concern. 

The AP (3/31, Hudetz) reports that troubling episodes "noted in limited detail in 2016 jail incident 
reports collected by the federal government, underscore what health professionals and jail 
administrators describe as a deep-seated problem: Scores of federally funded jails on reservations 
have no in-house nurses or other medical staff, often leaving corrections officers to scramble in 
emergencies to determine whether to send an inmate to the hospital, or provide basic care 
themselves - sometimes with unfortunate consequences." The report is "part of the CJ Project, an 
initiative to broaden the news coverage of criminal justice issues affecting New Mexico's diverse 
communities, created by the Asian American Journalists Association with funding from the W.K. 
Kellogg Foundation." Meanwhile, the Interior Department's Office of Inspector General "urged the 
BIA in reports spanning more than a decade to tackle the problem, recommending the agency 
arrange with the Indian Health Service to have nurses keep hours inside some jails." 

Cherry Blossoms Now In Puffy White Stage, Peak Bloom Expected Sooner. 

WRC-TV Washington (4/1, Cook) reports that the National Park Service said Sunday that D.C.'s cherry 
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blossoms "are now in stage five of six and peak bloom will likely come by the end of the week - 
sooner than the April 8 to 12 dates the NPS previously announced." The NPS tweeted, "It's no April 
Fool! Cherry blossoms have advanced to stage 5 - puffy white. Next stop is peak bloom, expected by 
the end of the week given the continued mild forecast. Plenty to see now - weeping cherries in full 
bloom, 20% of Yoshinos at peak. #BloomWatch #CherryBlossomDC" 

Wipeout: Human Role In Climate Change Removed From Science Report. 

Reveal (4/2, Shogren) reports that "National Park Service officials have deleted every mention of 
humans' role in causing climate change in drafts of a long-awaited report on sea level rise and storm 
surge, contradicting Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke's vow to Congress that his department is not 
censoring science." The document "for the first time projects the risks from rising seas and flooding at 
118 coastal national park sites, including the National Mall, the original Jamestown settlement and 
the Wright Brothers National Memorial." According to the article, "the 87-page report, which was 
written by a University of Colorado Boulder scientist, has been held up for at least 10 months."

• April 2-3: Secretary Zinke plans to visit SpaceX Hawthorne facility in Los Angeles, CA. No media 
planned. 

• April 6: Department-level Release: DOI will announce a Proposed Sale Notice for Wind Energy Areas 
offshore Massachusetts. Sale would offer nearly 390,000 acres. This notice is expected to be 
announced when the Secretary speaks at the International Wind Partnering Forum on April 6 in 
Princeton, NJ. BLM will release a series of other wind announcements next week in advance of this 
conference. 

• April 11: Secretary Zinke will visit the "Prescribed to Death" opioid memorial which was recently 
announced by the President. National Park Service has been supporting the efforts and we will plan 
to release a video of the Secretary's visit and NPS' involvement. 

• April TBD: Department-level Release: Gateway West Record of Decision signing ceremony - News 
release and possible signing event with Idaho Governor - BLM has approved routes for segments of 
the Gateway West electric transmission line on public lands in southwestern Idaho, connecting 
previously authorized routes in southern Wyoming and eastern Idaho to improve the nation's 
energy infrastructure and boost the economy in the Pacific Northwest and Intermountain West. 

• April 19: Secretary plans to travel to Dallas, TX, to give remarks at the EARTHX conference. 

April 21-29: National Parks Week: Secretary Zinke will be traveling to several National Parks in the 
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northeast and mid-Atlantic regions to highlight our infrastructure needs and the President's 
legislative package. 

SIGNIFICANT ANNOUNCEMENTS 

• March 28 (tent.): Department-level Release: DOI and BLM will issue a Notice of Intent to initiate 
public scoping on the Coastal Plain Oil and Gas Leasing EIS in Alaska. The purpose of the public 
scoping process is to determine relevant issues that will influence the scope of the EIS, including 
alternatives to the proposed action within the parameters outlined in the Tax Act, and to guide the 
EIS process. The BLM invites the public to provide comments on scoping issues. The Coastal Plain 
was specifically identified by Congress and the President, pursuant to Section 1002 of the Alaska 
National Interest Lands Conservation Act of 1980, for its potential for oil and natural gas resources. 
Oil and gas from the Coastal Plain is an important resource for meeting our Nation's energy 
demands and achieving energy dominance. 

• April (TBD): NPS-level Release: National Park Service will announce their final fee increases. For 
background, NPS announced in late October 2017 that they were considering increases to fees at 
highly visited national parks during peak visitor seasons. NPS listened to the feedback from the 
comment period and will not increase the fees as much as planned (around only 10%). Proposed 
peak season entrance fees and revised fees for road-based commercial tours would generate badly 
needed revenue for improvements to the aging infrastructure of national parks. This 
bridges, campgrounds, waterlines, bathrooms, and other visitor services. Significant 
Congressional attention has been ongoing and expected as part of this announcement. 

• April 23 (TBD): HARASSMENT SURVEY RESPONSE: In October, DOI announced an immediate action 
plan to combat the widespread and pervasive culture of harassment and discrimination throughout 
the National Park Service. Also, in December, we released results from a DOI-wide Work 
Environment Survey that shows 35 percent of its employees were harassed or discriminated against 
in the 12 months preceding the anonymous survey. Secretary Zinke issued a call for action plans 
from all bureau and office heads across the Department. Those were due at the end of January and 
have been under review. We issued a memo to all employees last week about updated guidance and 
updated bureau plans will follow. The final plans will go into effect late April. We are drafting comms 
materials and will share with the WH asap. 

• TBD April: WELL CONTROL FOR OFFSHORE DRILLING RULE: The proposed rule to revise certain 
provisions of the 2016 rule entitled "Blowout Preventer Systems and Well Control" was submitted to 
Office of Management and Budget (OMB) on December 7. It is anticipated that BSEE will receive the 
Draft Rule from OMB by March 15. It will then be sent to the Federal Register for publication 
followed by a public comment period. This rule will be high profile and controversial. Staff has 
briefed NEC and White House Communications on the rule. 

• TBD April: PRODUCTION SAFETY SYSTEMS FOR OFFSHORE DRILLING RULE: The Draft Rule on 
Production Safety System was published in the Federal Register on December 29. The public 
comment period ended on January 29. A Draft Final Rule is planned to be sent to the Federal 
Register in coordination with the Well Control Draft Rule. This rule will be high profile and 
controversial due to its association with the Well Control Rule. Staff has briefed NEC and White 
House Communications on the rule. The Director of BSEE will announce both the Well Control Rule 
and the PSS rule together. 

National Park Service 

• March 28 (tent.): George Washington Memorial Parkway will release the Theodore Roosevelt Island 
Cultural Landscape Report & Environmental Assessment (CLR/EA) for a 30-day public review period. 
The preferred alternative includes rehabilitating the comfort station, better defining and improving 


includes roads, 
media and 
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the islands trail system, and establishing soft landings and a floating dock on the island for non- 
motorized boats. A date for a public meeting has not been set. 

• April 1 (tent.): Cape Hatteras National Seashore plans to issue a Request for Proposals (RFP) to lease 
Oregon Inlet Marina. The marina is operated under a concession contract, which has been extended 
on an annual basis since 2000. A lease has been determined to be the appropriate method for 
managing the property in order to provide for facility maintenance and continued public use of this 
locally-important and internationally-known charter fishing marina. 

• April 2 (tent.): The NPS plans to release a prospectus for five concession contracts to provide cruise 
ship services at Glacier Bay National Park and Preserve; however, two of the contracts are set aside 
for the two historic operators identified through the Alaska National Interest Lands Conservation Act 
(ANILCA) legislation. Concession contracts have been awarded since 1980 on a 10 year basis. New 
contract terms are similar to previous contracts, shaped in accordance with both Glacier Bay 
National Park and Preserve-specific legislation and NPS law and policy. It is anticipated the contracts 
will be awarded in October 2019. 

• April 2 (tent.): Local NPS Release: Sequoia and Kings Canyon National Parks will begin a 30-day 
public scoping period for a proposed wireless telecommunications facility (cell tower) proposed by 
Verizon Wireless. The proposed location is near the Wuksachi Village in Sequoia National Park. An 
environmental assessment will be prepared for the project, which will be released for public review 
in July. 

• April 2 (tent.): Local NPS Release: Oregon Caves National Monument and Preserve will open 90-day 
comment periods for the Draft Oregon Caves National Monument and Preserve Wild and Scenic 
River Study and the Draft Oregon Caves Preserve Management Plan/Environmental Assessment. 
Joint public meetings for the two plans are planned for the week of April 16. The Wild and Scenic 
River study finds that two creeks are suitable and eligible for Wild and Scenic River designation. The 
Preserve Plan will provide management guidance for national preserve lands added to the park in 
2014. 

• April 2-4: Grand Canyon National Park will install test/monitoring wells near Bright Angel Creek that 
will help NPS determine sustainable well production rates (how much water a well can produce) and 
water quality characteristics NPS will consider as it looks at replacing the transcanyon waterline. On 
March 29, the NPS began mobilizing a drill rig, supplies and equipment to Phantom Ranch via 
helicopter. The park is currently in the preliminary design phase to replace the transcanyon 
waterline, and planning is underway. The work being done will be used to help NPS inform the range 
of alternatives. 

• April 2: Local NPS Release: The Northeast Regional Director will sign the Morristown National 
Historical Park's Vegetation and Deer Management Plan Finding of No Significant Impact. As the final 
approved vegetation and deer management plan for Morristown National Historical Park, NJ, the 
plan will promote conditions for the regeneration of the native hardwood forest through a 
combination of forest management and deer management actions to control invasive plants and 
reduce deer density by sharpshooting. Implementation may begin once the availability of the signed 
Finding of No Significant Impact has been announced through local media outlets and on the park's 
website. 

• April 3: Local NPS Release: Glacier National Park plans to issue a press release briefly summarizing 
public scoping comments received for the Sperry Chalet, Next 100 Years project. The project 
proposes four concepts to restore the Sperry experience after the dormitory building was burned in 
the Sprague Fire in 2017. In the same release, the park will announce a modified environmental 
assessment schedule for the project. The accelerated schedule will allow the park to complete 
project compliance in advance of the summer field season, and give the park the option of 
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completing more extensive stabilization to prepare the structure for the 2018-19 winter season, and 
to prepare the site for future construction activities in 2019. 

• April 3 (tent.): The Japanese American Confinement Sites Program (JACS) will request approval for 
the partial apportionment of $1,346,818 in JACS grants to fund nine projects. The grants will be 
awarded based on the Bipartisan Budget Act of 2018, enacted as Public Law 115-123, and pursuant 
to the Preservation of Japanese American Confinement Sites Act, P.L. 109-441, 120 Stat.3288, which 
authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to award grants to assist in preserving historic Japanese 
American confinement sites and their history. 

• April 4: Grand Canyon Association with logistic support from Grand Canyon National Park will host 
an event to honor Sen. John McCain (R-AZ) and the late Rep. Morris Udall for their notable 
contributions to Grand Canyon National Park and the nation. The celebration, at Mather Point 
Amphitheater, will include the donation of an interpretive plaque from the Association to the Park 
highlighting Sen. McCain's and Sen. Udall's contributions to the park and their dedication to 
conservation efforts. There will also be an announcement of the establishment of a Native American 
Fellowship program. Event organizers expect Sen. McCain and up to 120 family members, friends, 
colleagues, and VIPs to attend. Invitations from Grand Canyon Association have gone out to the 29 
Native American Indian tribes in Arizona, the Intertribal Council of Arizona, current and former 
Arizona Congressional members and Arizona governors. 

• April 4- 9: The Martin Luther King, Jr., National Historical Park (GA) will observe the 50th 
Anniversary of Dr. King's assassination with special programming including a Remembrance Day 
commemorative program in the historic Ebenezer Baptist Church and the opening of an exhibit 
entitled "From Memphis to Atlanta: 50 Forward". On April 4 there is an exhibit opening and on April 
9 the park will host the "March for Humanity," a commemorative march that will start at the 
Ebenezer Baptist Church and conclude at the campus of Morehouse College. 

• April TBD: The Tennessee Valley Authority (TVA) is seeking approval for a right-of-way permit from 
Natchez Trace Parkway to begin construction of an aerial 161-kV transmission line across the 
Parkway at milepost 159.1 as part of a 43-mile upgrade of electrical service. The NPS and the State 
Historical Preservation Office determined the transmission line will adversely affect the cultural 
landscape and scenic vista of the Parkway, under section 106 of the National Historic Preservation 
Act. TVA proposed to transfer funds to the NPS to cover the cost to underground non-TVA 
transmission lines crossing the Parkway to mitigate the adverse effect. The Parkway is drafting two 
general agreements to manage the funds, which will undergo complete DOI legal review of 
mitigation framework and agreements. 

• April TBD: Death Valley National Park and Mojave National Preserve will begin efforts to relocate up 
to 2,500 feral burros from each park. Peaceful Valley Donkey Rescue (a nonprofit partner) will fund 
and carry out the roundups, test burros for disease, relocate them to holding facilities, and 
domesticate the animals for adoption. This is anticipated to generate public interest and has already 
triggered a FOIA request. 

• April TBD: Local NPS Release: Death Valley National Park anticipates releasing the final Scotty's 
Castle Flood Rehabilitation Environmental Assessment and FONSI. This document analyzes repair 
work planned for historic structures, the cultural landscape, utilities, parking, and walkways to 
recover from damage from a flash flood in October 2015. The historic district is scheduled to reopen 
to the public in 2020. 

• April TBD: The National Maritime Heritage Program (NMHP) will request approval for the 
apportionment of $2,631,610 in Maritime Heritage Grants to fund 34 projects in 14 states and 1 
commonwealth. The grants will be awarded based on the National Maritime Heritage Act of 1994, 
enacted as Public Law 103-451, which authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to award preservation 
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and education grants to assist to foster a greater awareness and appreciation of the role of maritime 
endeavors in our Nation's history and culture. 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 

• April 2: FWS will share preliminary findings of Asian carp barge entrainment work conducted in 2017 
with partners and industry. FWS worked with the U.S. Geological Survey and U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers to undertake large-scale field studies to examine two potential techniques to reduce the 
accidental movement offish across electric dispersal barriers by barges; and to assess the potential 
entrainment and transport of silver carp by commercial barges transiting downstream in the Illinois 
Waterway. 

• April 3: FWS plans to announce it is seeking public review and comment on a draft environmental 
assessment describing the potential effects of issuing a proposed incidental take permit for 
construction and development activities in Thurston County, Washington. The project development 
site is 127 acres, and the conservation site is 64 acres. Species covered in the HCP include the 
threatened Olympia subspecies of the Mazama pocket gopher and the threatened Oregon spotted 
frog. 

• April 4 (tent.): Local FWS Release: FWS plans to send to announce a final determination on the 
proposal to reclassify Kuenzler hedgehog cactus, a plant species endemic to New Mexico, from 
endangered to threatened. This reclassification is not expected to be controversial. 

• April 5 (tent.): Local FWS Release: FWS will make a final determination on the proposal to list the 
yellow lance as threatened. The yellow lance is a freshwater mussel that occurs in North Carolina, 
Maryland, and Virginia. The final listing will likely be opposed by the City of Raleigh due to a 
proposed reservoir project on the Little River. FWS has been working with the City on this potential 
project for over nine years, and because other listed species occur in that location, ESA 
requirements are unlikely to change. 

• April 5: Local FWS Release: FWS plans to make a minor map correction in the final rule designating 
critical habitat for two butterflies: the Poweshiek skipperling and Dakota skipper. One map 
incorrectly labeled Poweshiek skipperling critical habitat as Dakota skipper critical habitat in 
Minnesota. 

• April 6 (tent.): Local FWS Release: FWS will make a final listing determination for the Louisiana 
pinesnake as threatened. The pinesnake occurs in Louisiana and Texas. The Louisiana pinesnake 
listing is controversial due to concerns about the potential impacts on forestry activities, which is 
why FWS is simultaneously proposing a 4(d) rule that will allow routine forest management activities 
to proceed without need for permitting. Stakeholders include the timber industry, U.S. Forest 
Service, U.S. Department of the Army, Natural Resources Conservation Service, Louisiana 
Department of Wildlife and Fisheries, Texas Parks and Wildlife Department, Texas A&M Forest 
Service, Center for Biological Diversity, and WildEarth Guardians. 

• April TBD (tent.): Local FWS Release: An Environmental Assessment will be available for public 
review on Geronimo Energy's planned development of the Crocker Wind Farm in Clark County, 

South Dakota, which would include 120 turbines and associated structures. As the proposed project 
is seeking to place 14 turbines, 14 transmission poles, and other associated features on FWS 
grassland easements, Crocker is seeking an easement exchange for 15.1 acres of direct easement 
impact. Crocker has offered funding for 30.2 new easement acres. 

• April TBD: National FWS Release: FWS will award nearly $19 million in grants to coastal states to 
conserve and restore coastal wetlands and their fish and wildlife habitat. Each year, the Service 
supports coastal wetland conservation through the National Coastal Wetlands Conservation Grant 
Program and the Sport Fish Restoration and Boating Trust Fund. The grant funds are derived from 
excise taxes on fishing tackle and motorboat and small engine fuels. 
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• April TBD: Local FWS Release: FWS plans to send to the Federal Register 90-day findings on 
petitions to delist or down list the Cape mountain zebra, and delist the Preble's meadow jumping 
mouse. 

Bureau of Land Management 

• April TBD: National BLM Release: BLM will issue a news release announcing the Wild Horse and 
Burro 2018 Adoption Schedule. 

• April TBD: National BLM Release: BLM will announce a mineral withdrawal renewal proposed for 
Whiskey Mountain Bighorn Sheep Winter Range. The proposed extension withdraws 1,431 acres of 
Federal land from location or entry under the U.S. mining laws but not from leasing under the 
mineral leasing laws. The public land order that established this withdrawal in 2000 will expire soon 
unless extended. Whiskey Mountain Bighorn Sheep Winter Range supports one of the largest 
wintering herds of Rocky Mountain bighorn sheep in North America and draws thousands of people 
annually. 

Office of Wildland Fire 

• March/April TBD: National OWF Release: OWF will issue a release on the Wildland Fire Leadership 
Council supporting active management to reduce the threat of unwanted (or damaging and costly) 
wildfires. A memo from WFLC was sent to the Secretaries of Interior, Agriculture, Defense and 
Homeland Security dated 1/29/18, in response to recent direction to think differently and 
aggressively about reducing wildfires through more active management of overstocked and 
unhealthy forest and rangelands. 

Bureau of Ocean Energy Management 

• March 29 (tent.): National BOEM Release: BOEM will issue a release regarding a Notice of Intent to 
prepare an Environmental Impact Statement for the approval of a Construction and Operations Plan 
submitted on Dec. 19, 2017 by Vineyard Wind LLC that would allow it to construct and operate an 
800-megawatt wind energy facility offshore Massachusetts. 

• April 2 (tent): National BOEM Release: BOEM will issue a press release on the path forward for 
future renewable energy leasing offshore the Atlantic Renewable Energy Path Forward - Request for 
Feedback (RFF). The RFF describes the process and factors used by BOEM to identify Forecast Areas 
along the Atlantic Coast where future development is most likely and where future leasing should be 
focused. 

• April 6 (tent.): National BOEM Release: BOEM will release a Call for Information and Nominations 
for the offshore New York Bight Lease Sale (Offshore Wind). 

U.S. Geological Survey 

• April 2 (tent.): The Proceedings of the National Academy of Sciences will publish a USGS-authored 
article, "China, the United States, and competition for resources that enable emerging 
technologies." Considering 42 non-fuel minerals, this new analysis compares the net import reliance 
of the United States with that of China. 

• March/April TBD: Local USGS Release: USGS scientists are publishing a paper examining the 
practical limits of an earthquake early warning system, but studying warning arrival times of a 
hypothetical quake in northern California. Will be published in Science Advances. 

Bureau of Indian Affairs 

• April 6: Principal Deputy Assistant Secretary John Tahsuda will speak at the Federal Bar Association 
meeting in Scottsdale, AZ. 

Bureau of Reclamation 

• March 28-30 (tent.): Local Reclamation Release: Reclamation may provide an update to the initial 
water allocations for the Central Valley Project contractors in the Friant Division and possibly M&l 
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and agricultural water service contractors north of the delta who have not yet been provided with 
an allocation. 

• March 30 (tent.): Local Reclamation Release: Reclamation will issue a press release announcing the 
awarding of a $50 million cultural resource contract. The contract will allow the Western Colorado 
Area Office and Upper Colorado Region to obtain cultural resource-related services for various 
projects, including the Navajo-Gallup Water Supply Project. Contractors will closely coordinate 
activities with Western Colorado Area Office archaeologists. 

• April 2: Local Reclamation Release: Boca Dam news release will announce availability of the 
Environmental Assessment/Initial Study and Finding of No Significant Impact for the Boca Dam 
Safety of Dams Modification Project.

REORGANIZATION AND UNIFIED REGIONAL BOUNDARIES: Secretary Zinke has informally notified the 
House and Senate Appropriations Committees regarding FY18 implementation of new shared regional 
boundaries across Interior's bureaus. Presently, each of the 10 bureaus have different geographic 
boundaries for regional offices. The new approach has bureaus share unified boundaries based on 
watersheds, often adjusted to the nearest state line boundaries. Implementing unified regions will 
improve the timeliness and appropriateness of decision making in the field, by allowing senior managers 
to focus on the same geography. Interior is implementing a comprehensive Congressional, 
gubernatorial, employee, and stakeholder communications strategy to demonstrate the advantages of 
this approach. The FY19 budget also speaks to moving parts of the headquarters of BLM, FWS, and 
Reclamation westward. Interior is working with the appropriations committee majority staff to avoid an 
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effort by the minority to put unnecessarily restrictive limitations on the reorganization in bill language,

Trump Administration To Hold Another Big Offshore Drilling Auction For Gulf Of Mexico. 

The Washington Examiner (3/30, Siegel) reports the Interior Department announced Friday "it would 
hold a new auction for offshore drilling in the Gulf of Mexico in August." Assistant Interior Secretary Joe 
Balash said, "Responsibly developing our energy resources in the OCS is important to our economy and 
energy security," and "striking the right balance between protecting the environment, powering 
America and achieving American energy dominance is our ultimate goal." The article observes that "the 
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77-million acre offering is slightly larger than a similar oil and natural gas lease sale" held in March, 
which "the agency billed as the as the largest offshore drilling sale in U.S. history" and which "raised 
$124.8 million on 159 bids from 33 companies, including Shell, Chevron, Total and BP." However, 
according to the Examiner, "critics said the sale received modest industry interest, noting companies bid 
on only 815,403 total acres, which is 46 percent less than the Interior Department expected." 

Zinke Supports President Trump's Infrastructure Plan. 

The Los Alamos (NM) Daily Post (3/30) reports that Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke released a following 
President Trump's "speech in Ohio about rebuilding American infrastructure." Zinke said, "President 
Trump is a builder and he knows that infrastructure is not merely an expense, it's an investment in 
America. Every dollar we put into rebuilding our roads, bridges, transmission lines, and pipelines will 
bolster the economy. At Interior we have tens of thousands of miles of roads and bridges, pipelines, 
trails, docks, and more. We also are responsible for permitting infrastructure projects whether they are 
on federal lands or not. Between investing in our public lands infrastructure to rebuild crumbling roads 
to streamlining the permitting process, we are supporting President Trump's modernization of our 
nation's infrastructure." 

In The Battle For The American West, The Cowboys Are Losing. 

In a more than 2,500-word front-page article, the Wall Street Journal (3/30, Carlton) reports cowboys 
and ranchers are losing ground against the federal government even though Interior Secretary Ryan 
Zinke said their livelihood "is a tradition worth protecting" and has taken steps to ease some 
regulations. 


Federal Order Conserving Big Game Migrations Offers Cautious Optimism To Some Wyoming Wildlife 
Experts. 

The Casper (WY) Star-Tribune (3/31, Peterson) reports that "earlier this year, the Secretary of Interior 
announced a secretarial order on big game migration." The order seeks "to enhance and improve 
wildlife corridors across federal land with the ultimate goal of boosting herd sizes for hunters and 
wildlife watchers." According to the article, "many in Wyoming and across the West believe this is a 
welcome sign from an administration that does not have a track record of always protecting wild 
spaces." However, "some say what will ultimately come from the order, and whether or not it will 
conserve the critical arteries, remains to be seen." 

Trump's Cut To Utah Monument Is A 'Worst-Case Scenario' For Historic Sites. 

The Huffington Post (3/30, D'angelo) reports that critics say the shrinking of Bears Ears National 
Monument is putting its "treasures at greater risk." According to the article, "experts estimate that 
there are more than 100,000 cultural and archaeological sites within the original monument boundary, 
including ancient rock art panels, granaries, burials and well-preserved cliff dwellings." Friends of Cedar 
Mesa, "a small conservation nonprofit that is involved in a suit to stop the monument rollback, 
estimates that the boundary change cuts out 74 percent of the known archeological sites." 

Using Drones To Help Fight Wildfires. 

KTVB-TV Boise, ID (3/30, Tremblay) reports that "the federal government wants to use drones to help 
fire crews." The Interior Department has "around 300 drones and the Bureau of Land Management has 
120 of them." KTVB "went to the National Interagency Fire Center in Boise to see some of the drones." 
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Federal Workers Spill On Life In Trump's Washington. 

In a more than 3,000-word article, Politico (3/30, Restuccia) asserts "interviews with nearly three dozen 
current and recently departed workers across the ideological spectrum and across the federal 
bureaucracy - from the State Department to the Interior Department - show that Trump's presidency 
has fundamentally altered the lives of government workers in ways big and small." According to Politico, 
"Trump's frequent attacks on the 'deep state' have engendered deep distrust between career and 
political employees, pushing many long-time civil servants toward the exits and raising the possibility of 
a government-wide brain drain." Politico adds that although Border Patrol agents and some other 
government employees "are feeling newly empowered under Trump, morale at other agencies is so low 
that some employees said they were suffering from increased anxiety and depression that has 
complicated their personal relationships and even led to heavier drinking." 

Patchwork Health Care For Reservation Inmates Raises Concern. 

The AP (3/31, Hudetz) reports that troubling episodes "noted in limited detail in 2016 jail incident 
reports collected by the federal government, underscore what health professionals and jail 
administrators describe as a deep-seated problem: Scores of federally funded jails on reservations have 
no in-house nurses or other medical staff, often leaving corrections officers to scramble in emergencies 
to determine whether to send an inmate to the hospital, or provide basic care themselves - sometimes 
with unfortunate consequences." The report is "part of the CJ Project, an initiative to broaden the news 
coverage of criminal justice issues affecting New Mexico's diverse communities, created by the Asian 
American Journalists Association with funding from the W.K. Kellogg Foundation." Meanwhile, the 
Interior Department's Office of Inspector General "urged the BIA in reports spanning more than a 
decade to tackle the problem, recommending the agency arrange with the Indian Health Service to have 
nurses keep hours inside some jails." 

Cherry Blossoms Now In Puffy White Stage, Peak Bloom Expected Sooner. 

WRC-TV Washington (4/1, Cook) reports that the National Park Service said Sunday that D.C.'s cherry 
blossoms "are now in stage five of six and peak bloom will likely come by the end of the week - sooner 
than the April 8 to 12 dates the NPS previously announced." The NPS tweeted, "It's no April Fool! Cherry 
blossoms have advanced to stage 5 - puffy white. Next stop is peak bloom, expected by the end of the 
week given the continued mild forecast. Plenty to see now - weeping cherries in full bloom, 20% of 
Yoshinos at peak. #BloomWatch #CherryBlossomDC" 

Wipeout: Human Role In Climate Change Removed From Science Report. 

Reveal (4/2, Shogren) reports that "National Park Service officials have deleted every mention of 
humans' role in causing climate change in drafts of a long-awaited report on sea level rise and storm 
surge, contradicting Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke's vow to Congress that his department is not 
censoring science." The document "for the first time projects the risks from rising seas and flooding at 
118 coastal national park sites, including the National Mall, the original Jamestown settlement and the 
Wright Brothers National Memorial." According to the article, "the 87-page report, which was written by 
a University of Colorado Boulder scientist, has been held up for at least 10 months."

(No. 32) and CALFED projects, the Central Valley Project and the State Water Project 
(No. 33); and prohibit implementation of the State of California's Bay-Delta Plan (No. 
60) 

□ Strip House bill language related to Sage Grouse and Wolves (No. 28), prevent 
treating the New Mexico Meadow Jumping Mouse as an endangered species (No.

Together they total -$193.4 million, more than the amount appropriated in the Bill. 
One amendment would strike the entire appropriation to fund EPA State Water 
Grants. The total reduction of the remaining 15 amendments is -$58.7 million.

OSMRE’s Acting Director will be in the office September 17-21, 2018. 

Hot Topics/Mai or Issues: 

Section 7 Consultation: - OSMRE has prepared a letter to the IMCC for transmittal of the 
Section 7 consultation-related documents. The ASLM is reviewing the final draft. Upon 
approval by the Department, OSMRE plans to send the IMCC the final draft Biological 
Assessment (BA) and BA references, and the final draft MOU, as well as responses to the 
IMCC’s comments on the earlier draft. 

OSMRE distributed the FY 2018 AM T, Pilot Guidance on September 13, 2017. The guidance 
provides information to the congressionally-designated state and tribal AML programs (PA, WV, 
KY, VA, OH, AL, and Navajo, Hopi and Crow) on the general criteria by which potential 
projects will be evaluated for Pilot eligibility, successful selection and funding. OSMRE plans to 
meet with the states and tribes in the near future to discuss the guidance and address questions. 

OSMRE will present the 2018 Excellence in Surface Coal Mining Reclamation Awards in 

Washington, D.C. on September 27, 2018, in cooperation with the National Mining Association. 
OSMRE will present two National Awards and two Good Neighbor Awards. The National 
Award is presented to coal mining companies for achieving the most exemplary mining and 
reclamation in the country. A coal mining operation may be nominated for achievement in a 
specific aspect of the reclamation, such as the design and implementation of sedimentation 
control practices, or for its overall performance in meeting the goals of SMCRA. The Good 
Neighbor Award is given to mine operators for successfully working with the surrounding 
landowners and the community in completion of mining and reclamation. 

This year’s National Award winners are: 

Peabody’s Big Sky Mine Area B in Montana 
Peabody’s Wild Boar Mine Barren Fork Pit in Indiana 

The Good Neighbor Award winners are: 

Trapper Mine in Colorado 
Peabody’s Bear Run Mine in Indiana 

On or about September 7, 2018, the Secretary and the Acting Director received a Notice of 
Intent to File Suit over an alleged mandatory duty to perform a duty under the Surface Mining 
Control and Reclamation Act from the WildEarth Guardians (WEG). WEG alleges that the 
agency failed to “promptly promulgate regulations to limit toxic blasting emissions at coal mines 
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after granting a petition for rulemaking.” SMCRA allows OSMRE 60 days to respond to the 
NOI before an action can be brought. 

Mine Plan Decision Documents: 


Pollyanna #8 (OK): On July 10, 2018, BLM provided OSMRE its approval of the Resource 
Recovery and Protection Plan and the coal lease modification for the Pollyanna #8 mine. 
OSMRE’s Mid-Continent Regional office held a kickoff meeting with OSMRE HQ on August 8. 
The Georges Colliers Inc., Pollyanna #8 mine is an underground coal mine expected to use room 
and pillar retreat mining methods located in LeFlore County, OK. The mine consists of 3.37 
million tons of recoverable coal overlain by 520 private surface acres. On July 24, the 
company’s contractor notified OSMRE that the company would complete mining the remaining 
panels within approximately 2 weeks with an additional 3-4 weeks of retreat mining before 
completion. The state regulatory authority approved the revision with conditions on July 25, 
2018. The MPDD EA is currently under internal review and expected to be provided to HQ and 
Solicitors the week of September 17, 2018. The mine may have to idle pending ASLM approval. 
This was an unexpected development since OSMRE worked closely with BLM on preparing the 
leasing EA, with OSMRE expecting to adopt that EA. Based on issues with BLM’s subsidence 
analysis, however, OSMRE has had to complete a supplemental EA to adequately analyze the 
impacts of subsidence. 

Evans-McCurtain Mine (OK): The Evans-McCurtain Mine is a proposed new coal mine 
operation located in the State of Oklahoma on approximately 1,300 acres. An OSMRE mining 
engineer and hydrologist are working with BLM staff on development of the leasing NEPA 
document. This NEPA document will analyze both the leasing and mining plan effects. This 
collaboration should reduce the time between completion of the lease and the start of the mining 
plan decision review. The remaining reserves on the proposed lease are recoverable only by 
underground methods. BLM expects a final decision on the leasing by late November 2018. 

Shady Point Mine (OK): The MPDD review for the Shady Point Mine had been in abeyance 
since June 2016. The delay was based on concerns with the company’s reclamation plan 
regarding a stream’s classification and evidence suggesting it had been misclassified in the 
permit. Following the company’s request to re-visit the matter, OSMRE began the process of 
updating the previous draft Environmental Assessment (EA) developed in June 2016. The revise 
draft EA will be provided to the public for a 30-day review. The team initially redistributed the 
draft EA to HQ on July 3, and subsequently on July 18, for internal review. Staff has concluded 
its review of comments received from HQ and has forwarded the redrafted EA to the SOL on 
August 8, 2018, for its review. The SOL provided comments based upon its review on August 
22, 2018. A conference call with the SOL was held on August 23, 2018. The team will brief the 
Acting Director on September 18, 2018, on the alternatives for moving forward. 

Coyote Creek Mining Company (ND): BLM and OSMRE have identified a "pilot" project for 
the leasing and pennitting actions that will be used to begin the process of closer coordination 
and concurrent NEPA analyses. Lease application NDM 110277 was submitted by Coyote 
Creek Mining Company, LLC (CCMC) on December 13, 2017, and proposes a new lease to 
mine approximately six million tons of coal on 320 acres (two 160-acre tracts) in Mercer County, 
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approximately 11 miles south of Beulah, North Dakota. This pilot is in accordance with the 
action items identified in Issue 3-4 of the joint BLM/OSMRE “Final Report to the Secretary on 
Recommendations for Streamlining the Federal Coal Leasing and Permitting Process” dated 
November 16, 2017. The actions identified in Issue 3-4 proposed developing a joint 
BLM/OSMRE NEPA process for leasing and mine plan approvals for Federal coal. An MOU 
was updated to reflect comments and the final draft sent to the Solicitor’s Office for final review. 
The MOU between the agencies and North Dakota Public Service Commission is being 
internally reviewed. Baseline data was received August 30, 2018, from the applicant. The BLM 
ID Team provided a project memo with cost recovery information needed to initiate review of 
baseline data. The BLM ID is currently reviewing the Baseline Data from the applicant and will 
be coordinating with the applicant and contractor to set a kickoff meeting date. 

West Elk Mine (CO): In mid-September, OSMRE’s Western Region will brief OSMRE 
headquarters on its intent to adopt the U.S. Forest Service’s (USFS) Supplemental Final EIS for 
a lease modification at the West Elk Mine in Colorado to support a recommendation on the 
mining plan modification. OSMRE Western Region is currently preparing a joint notice with the 
EPA to adopt the USFS Supplemental Final EIS in late September 2018. OSMRE participated 
as a cooperating agency on the USFS Supplemental Final EIS. 

Liberty 8 Mine (OK): OSMRE is kicking off the Liberty 8 Mine coal lease EA in early 
September 2018, in Norman, Oklahoma. The NEPA document will analyze both the leasing and 
mining plan effects, to the greatest extent possible. There are potential issues related to surface 
ownership and spoil disposal. This collaboration should reduce the time between completion of 
the lease and the start of the mining plan decision review. The remaining reserves on the 
proposed lease are recoverable by underground and surface methods. The decision record for the 
lease is anticipated to be completed by mid-January 2019. 

Congressional: 

On June 14, 2018, eight Senators sent a letter to the Secretary posing specific questions 
regarding the April 2018 decision to terminate the National Academies of Sciences, 
Engineering, and Medicine (NAS) study related to the potential human health effects of 
surface coal mining operations in Central Appalachia. OSMRE prepared a final response and is 
awaiting OCL’s surname.

OSMRE will present two National Awards and two Good Neighbor Awards. The National 
Award is presented to coal mining companies for achieving the most exemplary mining and 
reclamation in the country. A coal mining operation may be nominated for achievement in a 
specific aspect of the reclamation, such as the design and implementation of sedimentation 
control practices, or for its overall performance in meeting the goals of SMCRA. The Good 
Neighbor Award is given to mine operators for successfully working with the surrounding 
landowners and the community in completion of mining and reclamation. 

This year’s National Award winners are: 

Peabody’s Big Sky Mine Area B in Montana 
Peabody’s Wild Boar Mine Barren Fork Pit in Indiana 

The Good Neighbor Award winners are: 

Trapper Mine in Colorado 
Peabody’s Bear Run Mine in Indiana

Georges Colliers 
Inc. Pollyanna #8 mine is an underground coal mine expected to use room and pillar retreat 
mining methods located in LeFlore County, OK consisting of 3.37 million tons of recoverable 
coal overlain by 520 private surface acres. A call from the contractor on July 24, 2018, working 
for Georges Colliers Inc. informed OSMRE that the company will complete mining the 
remaining panels in approximately 2 weeks with an additional 3-4 weeks of retreat mining before 
completion. The state regulatory authority approved the revision with conditions on July 25, 
2018. The MPDD EA is currently under internal review. The mine may have to idle until the 
ASLM approves the MPDD. This was unexpected since OSMRE worked closely with BLM on 
development of the leasing EA and OSMRE was expecting to adopt that EA. Based on issues 
with BLM’s subsidence analysis, however, OSMRE has had to complete a supplemental EA to 
adequately analyze the impacts of subsidence. 

Evans-McCurtain Mine is a proposed new coal mine operation located in the State of 
Oklahoma on approximately 1,300 acres. An OSMRE mining engineer and hydrologist are 
working with BLM staff on development of the leasing NEPA document. This NEPA document 
will analyze both the leasing and mining plan decision document effects. This collaboration will 
reduce the time frames after the lease is issued and the mining plan decision document can begin. 
The remaining reserves on the proposed lease are recoverable only by underground methods. 
BLM expects a final decision on the leasing by late November 2018. 

Liberty 8 Mine: OSMRE is kicking off the Liberty 8 Mine coal lease EA in early September 
2018, in Norman, Oklahoma. The NEPA document will analyze both the leasing and mining 
plan effects, to the greatest extent possible. There are potential issues related to surface 
ownership and spoil disposal. This collaboration should reduce the time between completion of 
the lease and the start of the mining plan decision review. The remaining reserves on the 
proposed lease are recoverable by underground and surface methods. The decision record for the 
lease is anticipated to be completed by mid-January 2019. 

Shady Point Mine: The MPDD review for the Shady Point Mine had been in abeyance since 
June 2016. The delay was based on concerns with the company’s reclamation plan regarding a 
stream’s classification and evidence suggesting it had been misclassified in the permit. 

Following the company’s request to re-visit the matter, OSMRE began the process of updating 
the previous draft Environmental Assessment (EA) developed in June 2016. The revise draft EA 
will be provided to the public for a 30-day review. The team initially redistributed the draft EA 
to HQ on July 3, and subsequently on July 18, for internal review. Staff has concluded its review 
of co mm ents received from HQ and has forwarded the redrafted EA to the SOL on August 8, 
2018, for its review. The SOL provided comments based upon its review on August 22, 2018. A 
conference call with the SOL was held on August 23, 2018. The team briefed the Acting 
Director on September 18, 2018, on the alternatives for moving forward. The MCR Region is 
preparing a memorandum through the Acting Director to the ASLM recommending a course of 
action intended to enable the NEPA review and the mine plan decision to move forward. 
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Coyote Creek Mining: BLM and OSMRE have identified a "pilot" project for the leasing and 
permitting actions that will be used to begin the process of closer coordination and concurrent 
NEPA analyses. Lease application NDM 110277 was submitted by Coyote Creek Mining 
Company, LLC (CCMC) on December 13, 2017, and proposes a new lease to mine 
approximately six million tons of coal on 320 acres (two 160-acre tracts) in Mercer County, 
approximately 11 miles south of Beulah, North Dakota. This pilot is in accordance with the 
action items identified in Issue 3-4 of the joint BLM/OSMRE “Final Report to the Secretary on 
Recommendations for Streamlining the Federal Coal Leasing and Permitting Process” dated 
November 16, 2017. The actions identified in Issue 3-4 proposed developing a joint 
BLM/OSMRE NEPA process for leasing and mine plan approvals for Federal coal. 
BLM/OSMRE drafted communications plan, briefing paper, press release and scoping Dear 
Reader Letter, agencies are coordinating on joint releases to initiate public scoping period. Set a 
tentative date of October 23, for onsite meeting at the mine with BLM and OSMRE specialists as 
well as the NEPA contractor. Uploaded baseline data to the share drive and made it available to 
resource specialists for initial review. Scheduled bi-weekly coordination calls for every other 
Thursday at 3:00. The agencies are also coordinating on initiation of Tribal Consultation and a 
cultural resource specialist has been assigned by each agency to facilitate a joint effort. Maptek 
has completed the initial Geologic Model, calculated tonnage within 0.74% of tonnage reported 
by CCMC so further reconciliation will likely not be needed. (9/17/2018)

WEG alleges that the agency failed 
to “promptly promulgate regulations to limit toxic blasting emissions at coal mines after granting 
a petition for rulemaking.” SMCRA allows OSMRE 60 days to respond to the NOI before an 
action can be brought. The Solicitor’s Office has provided OSMRE with options to consider in 
response to the NOI. 

Justice Companies’ Bevins Branch Mine: On October 10, 2018, Kentucky Department of 
Natural Resources (KYDNR) formally requested technical assistance from OSMRE in assessing 
the flooding problems reported in Pike County, Kentucky, which purportedly, was being caused 
by the Kentucky Fuel Corporation’s, Bevins Branch Mine, which is owned by the Justice 
Companies.

After conducting an on-site inspection with the State, OSMRE 
issued an Imminent Danger/Imminent Harm Cessation Order (IDCO/IHCO, with an abatement 
date of October 17, to begin abatement. OSMRE staff, along with a KYDMR inspector, went to 
the site on the October 17 to see if the permittee had started abating the violations. The 
permittee had moved 3 pieces of equipment to the site. After observing the site, our reclamation 
specialists determined that the IDCO/IHCO should be modified to extend the abatement times 
and include the notice and abatement requirements of other non-compliant conditions that had 
been discovered after analyzing the information and findings from last week's technical 
assistance visit. Based on further review of the technical information, permit requirements, and 
inspection findings, and after consultation with the Solicitor's Office, OSMRE vacated the 
original IDCO/IHCO and replaced it with a new IDCO/IHCO. The new IDCO/IHCO more 
clearly addresses the required abatement and the non-compliance conditions that contributed to 
the flooding event. In addition, a new off-site impact (slide) was observed and cited. The 
replacement IDCO/IHCO was completed on October 18, and service of process initiated on 
Friday, October 19, 2018. 
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Mine Plan Decision Documents: 


Pollyanna #8 (OK): Pollyanna #8 (OK): On July 10, 2018, OSMRE received approval from 
BLM of the Resource Recovery and Protection Plan and the coal lease modification for the 
Pollyanna #8 mine. OSMRE held a meeting with OSMRE EIQ on August 8 for a kickoff 
meeting. Georges Colliers Inc. Pollyanna #8 mine is an underground coal mine expected to use 
room and pillar retreat mining methods located in LeFlore County, OK consisting of 3.37 million 
tons of recoverable coal overlain by 520 private surface acres. A call from the contractor on July 
24, 2018, working for Georges Colliers Inc. informed OSMRE that the company will complete 
mining the remaining panels in approximately 2 weeks with an additional 3-4 weeks of retreat 
mining before completion. The state regulatory authority approved the revision with conditions 
on July 25, 2018. The mine may have to idle until the ASLM approves the MPDD. This was 
unexpected since OSMRE worked closely with BLM on development of the leasing EA and 
OSMRE was expecting to adopt that EA. Based on issues with BLM’s subsidence analysis, 
however, OSMRE has had to complete a supplemental EA to adequately analyze the impacts of 
subsidence. The draft EA was submitted to HQ and the Solicitors for review on September 26, 
2018. Solicitor comments are expected by October 22, 2018. Upon their approval, the EA will 
be posted for a 30-day public review and comment period. 

Evans-McCurtain Mine is a proposed new coal mine operation located in the State of 
Oklahoma on approximately 1,300 acres. An OSMRE mining engineer and hydrologist are 
working with BLM staff on development of the leasing NEPA document. This NEPA document 
will analyze both the leasing and mining plan decision document effects. This collaboration will 
reduce the time frames after the lease is issued and the mining plan decision document can begin. 
The remaining reserves on the proposed lease are recoverable only by underground methods. 
BLM expects a final decision on the leasing by late November 2018. 

Liberty 8 Mine: OSMRE with BLM kicked off the Liberty 8 Mine coal lease EA in early 
September 2018, in Norman, Oklahoma. The NEPA document will analyze both the leasing and 
mining plan effects, to the greatest extent possible. There are potential issues related to surface 
ownership and spoil disposal. This collaboration should reduce the time between completion of 
the lease and the start of the mining plan decision review. The remaining reserves on the 
proposed lease are recoverable by underground and surface methods. The decision record for the 
lease is anticipated to be completed by mid-January 2019. 

Shady Point Mine The MPDD review for the Shady Point Mine had been in abeyance since 
June 2016. The delay was based on concerns with the company’s reclamation plan regarding a 
stream’s classification and evidence suggesting it had been misclassified in the permit. 

Following the company’s request to re-visit the matter, OSMRE began the process of updating 
the previous draft Environmental Assessment (EA) developed in June 2016. The revise draft EA 
will be provided to the public for a 30-day review. The team initially redistributed the draft EA 
to HQ on July 3, and subsequently on July 18, for internal review. Staff has concluded its review 
of comments received from HQ and has forwarded the redrafted EA to the SOL on August 8, 
2018, for its review. The SOL provided comments based upon its review on August 22, 2018. A 
conference call with the SOL was held on August 23, 2018. The team briefed the Acting 
Director on September 18, 2018, on the alternatives for moving forward. The MCR Region 
prepared a memorandum through the Acting Director to the ASLM on September 19, 2018, 
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recommending a course of action intended to enable the NEPA review and the mine plan 
decision to move forward. On October 15, the Acting Director provided the ASLM the memo 
requesting concurrence in OSMRE’s recommendation for providing the company options for the 
NEPA review. 

Coyote Creek Mining (ND): BLM and OSMRE have identified a "pilot" project for the leasing 
and permitting actions reflected in the mine plan decision document, that will be used to begin 
the process of closer coordination and concurrent NEPA analyses. Lease application NDM 
110277 was submitted by Coyote Creek Mining Company, LLC (CCMC) on December 13, 

2017, and proposes a new lease to mine approximately six million tons of coal on 320 acres (two 
160-acre tracts) in Mercer County, approximately 11 miles south of Beulah, North Dakota. This 
pilot is in accordance with the action items identified in Issue 3-4 of the joint BLM/OSMRE 
“Final Report to the Secretary on Recommendations for Streamlining the Federal Coal Leasing 
and Permitting Process” dated November 16, 2017, which proposed developing a joint 
BLM/OSMRE NEPA process for leasing and mine plan approvals for Federal coal. 

A joint BLM/OSMRE press release was issued on October 15, seeking public scoping comments 
regarding the preparation of an environmental assessment (EA). Scoping for the project 
(comments from the public) will run through October 29, 2018. The purpose of the public 
scoping process is to obtain feedback on relevant issues that may influence the scope of the 
environmental analysis, including alternatives, and guide the process for developing the 
environmental assessment. Data review by specialists is ongoing, initial data needs have been 
identified, and an informal request has been sent to Coyote Creek. A conference call was held 
on October 17, to further discuss data needs. An onsite/face to face meeting is scheduled for 
October 30, 2018, at the mine. The MOU between agencies and Coyote Creek is still in route for 
final signatures. 

West Elk Mine (CO): In coordination with the Regional Solicitors Office, OSMRE Western 
Region will delay the previously scheduled October 22nd submission of a Record of Decision 
(ROD) and a notice of adoption clearance briefing form to the DOI Review Team for OSMRE's 
adoption of the 2017 U.S. Forest Service's West Elk Mine Final Supplemental Environmental 
Impact Statement, Federal Coal Lease Modifications COC-1362 & COC-67232. On September 
26, an Initial Action Notice brief was provided. No oral briefing was requested by the DOI 
Review Team and the Associate Deputy Secretary responded stating the proposed adoption of 
the Supplemental Final EIS “seems reasonable.” The cause of the delay is attributed to 
OSMRE’s decision to consider the findings of an imminent report that will be provided by the 
West Elk Mine to the BLM in accordance with the stipulations of their lease regarding the 
feasibility of methane capture and flaring. OSMRE is coordinating with the BLM regarding an 
expedited review and concurrence finding on the report. While OSMRE does not expect the 
report will change the findings of the ROD, in coordination with counsel, agrees that 
incorporating the findings of the report will be beneficial to the defensibility of the decision. At 
this time, a date certain for the DOI Review Team notice of adoption clearance briefing and 
publishing of the notice of adoption in the Federal Register is not known. 

Rosebud Mine (MT): The OSMRE Western Region is jointly preparing an EIS with the 
Montana Department of Environmental Quality. The EIS will be used to support a 
recommendation on the mining plan for Area F of the Rosebud Mine. A draft Final EIS is 
currently under review by the Office of the Solicitor and the OSMRE Western Region expects to 
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submit its Notice of Availability for the Final EIS to the EPA on or around November 19, 2018, 
for publication in the Federal Register by Friday, November 30, 2018. This publication schedule 
is contingent upon the DOI notice release briefing occurring on Friday, November 9, 2018. The 
DOI notice release briefing has been confirmed for Friday, November 9, 2018. The Record of 
Decision will be issued within 30 days after publication in the Federal Register. 

Congressional: 

On June 14, 2018, eight Senators sent a letter to the Secretary posing specific questions 
regarding the April 2018 decision to terminate the National Academies of Sciences, 
Engineering, and Medicine (NAS) study related to the potential human health effects of 
surface coal mining operations in Central Appalachia. OCL has reviewed the reply and is 
working with OSMRE to get it finalized and responses sent.

San Juan Mine (NM): The OSMRE Western Region is preparing an EIS pursuant to the court- 
approved Voluntary Remand, as approved by the United States District Court for the District of 
New Mexico on August 31, 2016, in the case entitled WildEarth Guardians v. U.S. Office of 
Surface Mining et al., Case 1:14-cv-00112-RJ-CG (D. NM 2016). As part of the court-approved 
Voluntary Remand, OSMRE agreed to complete an EIS and Mining Plan Decision Document 
(MPDD) within three years (August 31, 2019) for the San Juan Mine’s current and future 
underground mining activities within Federal coal lease NM-99144 known as the Deep Lease 
Extension. The court-approved Voluntary Remand indicates that the Secretary’s approval of the 
2008 mining plan modification for the Deep Lease Extension would be vacated if OSMRE does 
not complete the required analysis in a timely manner. The Deep Lease Extension encompasses 
approximately 15,404 acres, with a probable maximum of 53.6 million tons of coal. The Deep 
Lease Extension is 16 miles west of Farmington in San Juan County, New Mexico. The 2008 
mining plan modification did not increase any acres of federal surface lands or any acres of 
federal coal to the approved pennit area, but authorized the recovery of approximately 36.6 
million tons of federal coal from 4,465 acres. No additional surface disturbance is planned. The 
EIS Proposed Action would allow mining to continue within the Deep Lease Extension for 
approximately 10 to 15 years, based on an average annual production of three million tons. 

The project team is currently working to schedule an OSMRE Headquarters briefing for 
publication of the Notice of Availability (NOA) for the Final EIS on or around January 3, 2019, 
and a Department Clearance briefing on or around January 18, 2019. The project anticipates 
OSMRE will publish the NOA in the Federal Register concurrent with the EPA’s notice on or 
around February 15, 2019.
